Last year the number was 493, so 
there was a good-sized gain. In some cities, however, where very 
strong efforts have been made to reduce accidents, the totals have 
dropped. In Cleveland, for instance, there were 16 automobile 
deaths in the period as compared with 18 a year ago. 
Such percentages must be considered, also, in relation to the 
growth in number of automobiles on the streets. 
A great many accidents come from the inexperienced driver 
and his overpacked car. The driver who has been at it a good while 
and understands the hazards of traffic never fills his car to the 
brim with chattering joy-riders. He allows plenty of room for 
manipulating his own gears, and he demands silence on the part of 
his passengers at points where there are especial difficulties. 


Justice To Indians 


The Pima Indians are in luck. Not such luck as has come to 
the Osage tribe, through the discovery of rich oil deposits on then: 
reservation, but possibly better. It is luck in the form of justice. 
Uncle Sam, building the great Coolidge dam on the Gila river 
In Arizona, is going to use its waters to irrigate 86,000 acres of 
rich land, of which half will be cultivated by the Pima Indians. 
This will be the payment of an obligation incurred half a century 
ago when white settlers diverted the water from the upper 
stretches of the Gila and so rendered barren those Indians’ once 
fertile fields. The government promised them it would provide 
water, and at last the promise is in the way of fulfillment. The 
tribe will have a rich area on which it can raise not only corn and 
beans but cotton, oranges, figs and dates. 
While Uucle is about it, perhaps he can find some other tribes, 
now virtually starving on the unproductive areas to which they 
have been driven, and do them belated puctice in some form or 
Other. Uncle Sam has enough on his conscience, as regards the 
Red Man, without standing idly by and witnessing the extermina­ 
tion of any more Indian tribes. 


Longer Fiction 


H. G. Wells, always doing something unexpected, announces 
a new and ambitious work in the form of a three-volume novel. It 
is to be published next fall, one volume a month, apparently in 
order to whet the reader’s appetite. 
Who would have expected that so modern an author as Wells 
would return to the old “three-decker” novel? Remain Rolland’s 
•‘Jean Christophe” was thought to be the last of that breed, which 
flourished in a far more leisurely time than ours. 
Yet it may be that we’re in for a new run of three deckers. 
Some of our own authors latterly have been stretching out their 
fiction. If the reading public really endures this onslaught, it is a 
less superficial, flitting, impatient public than has been supposed. 
Can it be that literature-lovers are not really spoiled by vaude­ 
ville, movies, radio, magazine fiction and all our literary quick- 
lunch counters? That there are enough men and women willing to 
sit down to a three-volume novel with a purpose—all three-volume 
novels have a great purpose—and wade through it as their leis­ 
urely grandfathers and grandmothers did? 
We shall see. Though it may not be a fair test. Wells, somo- 
how or other, seems able to get away with almost anything.

Judging from the appalling number of automobile fatalities 
over Independence Day, when traffic accidents shunted fireworks 
ens utilities off the front pages of newspapers, American cities may 
be forced to adopt “safe and sane” legislation governing the operar 
tion of motor cars. 
In Ohio, on the Fourth, 20 persons were killed and scores in­ 
jured, and most of the lives were snuffed out by reckless automo­ 
bile drivers. Thanks to the ban on dangerous pyrotechnics, no per- 
sons were killed or injured by the use of firecrackers in East Liver­ 
pool, but tho district was the scene of seven traffic crashes in 
which three persons were injured. 
The total fatalities caused by* motor accidents in 78 of the 
largest cities of the United States reached 649 in the four-week 
period from May 19 to June 17. Last year the number was 493, so 
there was u good-sized gain. In some cities, however, where very 
strong efforts have been made to reduce accidents, the totals have 
dropped. 
In Cleveland, for instance, there were 15 automobile 
deaths in the period as compared with 18 a year ago. 
Such percentages must be considered, also, in relation to the 
growth in number of automobiles on the streets. 
A great many accidents come from the inexperienced driver 
and his overpacked car. The driver who has been at it a good while 
and understands the hazards of traffic never fills his car to the 
brim with chattering joy riders. 
He allows plenty of room for 
manipulating his own g'*srs, and he demands silence on the part of 
his passengers at points where there are especial difficulties. 


Justice To Indians 


The Pima Indians are in luck. Not such luck as has come to 
the Osage tribe, through the discovery of rich oil deposits on t heir 
reservation, but possibly better. It is luck in the form of justice. 
Uncle Sam, building the great Coolidge dam on the Gila river 
in Arizona, is going to use its waters to irrigate 80,000 acres of 
rich land, of which half will be cultivated by the Pima Indians. 
This will be the payment of an obligation incurred half a century 
ago when white settlers diverted the water from the upper 
stretches of the Gila and so rendered barren those indians’ once 
fertile fields. 
The government promised them it would provide 
water, and at last the promise is in the way of fulfillment. 'I he 
tribe will have a rich area on which it can raise not only corn and 
beans but cotton, oranges, figs and dates. 
While Uucle is ai>out it, perhaps he can find some other tribes, 
now virtually starving on the unproductive areas to which they 
have been driven, and do them belated puctice in some form or 
Other. Uncle Sam has enough on his conscience, as regards the 
Red Man, without standing idly by and witnessing the extermina­ 
tion of any more Indian tribes. 


Longer Fiction 


IL G. Wells, always doing something unexpected, announces 
a new and ambitious work in the form of a three-volume novel. It 
is to be published next fall, one volume a month, apparently in 
order to whet the reader’s appetite. 
Who would have expiated that so modern an author as Wells 
would return to the old “three-decker” novel? Romain Holland’s 
'•Jean Christophe” was thought to be the last of that breed, which 
flourished in a far more leisurely time than ours. 
Yet it may be that we’re in for a new run of three deckers. 
Some of our own authors latterly have b e e n stretching out their 
fiction, lf the reading public really endures this onslaught, it is a 
less superficial, flitting, impatient public than has been supposed.

While Uucle is about it, perhaps he can find some other tribes, 
now virtually starving on the unproductive areas to which they 
have been driven, and do them belated puctice in some form or 
other. Uncle Sam has enough on his conscience, as regards the 
Red Man, without standing idly by and witnessing the extermina­ 
tion of any more Indian tribes.

Who would have expected that so modern an author as Wells 
would return to the old “three-decker” novel? Romain Holland’s 
•‘Jean Christophe” was thought to be the last of that breed, which 
flourished in a far more leisurely time than ours. 
Yet it may be that we’re in for a new run of three deckers. 
Some of our own authors latterly have been stretching out their 
fiction. If the reading public really endures this onslaught, it is a 
less superficial, flitting, impatient public than has been supposed.
